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REMARKS 

Claim 13 is currently being amended to incorporate previously 
pending claim 17 therein. Accordingly, claim 17 has been cancelled 
without prejudice or disclaimer, along with claims 11, 18, 20, 22, 
and 26. The amendments presented herein do not introduce new matter 
within the meaning of 35 U.S.C. §132. Accordingly, the Examiner is 
respectfully requested to enter these amendments. 



1. Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant kindly thanks the Examiner for acknowledging claim 17 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form, including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. In 
response to the instant Office Action, Applicant has amended claim 
13 to incorporate all of the limitations of previously pending claim 
17 therein. Therefore, Applicant respectfully believes the pending 
rejection should be withdrawn, and claims 13-15, 19, 21, and 25 
should be in condition for allowance. 

2. Rejection of Claims 13-15, 19, 21, and 25 Under 35 U.S.C. 

§102 (b) to Dohring, et al. 

Applicant has amended claim 13 by incorporating all of the 
limitations of previously pending claim 17 therein. Therefore, 
since claim 17 has been deemed allowable over Dohring, et al . , 
Applicant respectfully believes the pending rejection should be 
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withdrawn, and claims 13-15, 19, 21, and 25 should be in condition 
for allowance. 



CONCLUSION 

Based upon the above remarks, the presently claimed subject 
matter is believed to be novel and patentably distinguishable over 
the prior art of record. The Examiner is therefore respectfully 
requested to reconsider and withdraw the pending rejection, and 
allow claims 13-15, 19, 21, and 25. Favorable action with an early 
allowance of the claims pending in this application is earnestly 
solicited .
